SHANGHAI 

It is officially estimated at Shanghai 
that the city has lost 820,000 neople since 
the fighting started there. Thousands 
were killed, but the great majority fled, 
leaving homes, property and occupations 
Pictures appearing in the newspapers 
showing scenes in Chapei and other sec- 
tions reveal how little they have to go 
back to, and what little prospect there is 
that they will go back. 

Normally Shanghai has a population 
of nearly two millions. Now its popula- 
tion is a little more than one million. If 
this is not the result of “war,” it is the re- 
sult of something nearly enough that for 
all practical purposes. 

Residents of cities the world over may 
profitably consider what would happen to 
them and their cities should the scourge 
come their way. They may note also that 
the city, not the fortress, is now the object 
of attack when hostilities are started. 
Shanghai is a warning to city-dwellers 
everywhere to do what they can to prevent 
war. 

It is an equally significant warning 
that every country needs the means to de- 
fend itself in this armed world in which 
we are living. Had China been adequate- 
ly prepared, Shanghai would not be in 
ruins today. It probably would not have 
been attacked. 


A COAL CONFERENCE IN ORDER 

The provincial legislature is suggesting 
that the Dominion Government call a con- 
ferenee of federal, provincial, railway and 
mining representatives to study the fram- 
ing of a national fuel policy that would re- 
sult in wider markets in Canada for Al- 
berta coal. 

There is in this an admission that the 
$6.75 per ton special freight rate to On- 
tario has net produced the results that 
were expected of it. It undoubtedly put 
the Alberta producers in better position to 
battle for business there against their 
United States competitors, but it has not 
proved to be the sufficient prescription for 
the much-wanted national fuel policy. On- 
tario still burns United States anthracite 
in preference to Canadian coal. 

It is quite possible that the proposed 
conference would fail to discover how to 
put Alberta coal within reach of Ontario 
consumers at a price they would be will- 
ing to pay. But conditions surrounding 
the coal industry have changed in import- 
ant particulars during the last two years, 
sufficiently to warrant a new study of the 
problem in the light of present day facts 
and factors. 

If the conference did nothing more, it 
would at least call attention afresh to the 
national advantage of making the country 
so far as possible self-dependent in the 
matter of fuel, and of supporting this im- 
portant branch of Canadian industry. That 
in itself would be worth while. 


ONE WAY TO KILL RELIEF VW JREK 
The legislature of British Columbia set 

up a committee to investigate the expendi-

NO MORE GASOLINE TAX, BUT— 


Occasionally somebody does succeed in 
ng a tax. Premier Brownlee is au- 
thority that during the last year distillates 
of one kind or another have bee® sold in 
this province in considerable quantities as 
su tes for gasoline. Gasoline 
Tax Act naturally did not cover transac- 
tions of that kind, and’ the provincial 
treasury lost some prospective reventie. 
There have been allegations, too, that 
sometimes gasoline was bought for 
a tractor or a stationary engine found its 
way into the tank of the family automo- 
bile, in which case the. mi of the car 
in relation to the cost of fuel went up in 
keeping with the amount of the rebate that 
is allowed on gasoline bought for indus- 


trial uses only. .

Act is being replaced by a Fuel Oil 
Act. The broader term is evidently in- 
tended to cover anything in liquid form 
that is or can be used to operate internal 
combustion engines. The: distillate as a 
tax-evader has thus’ apparently run its 
course. 

The new act is replete with restrictions 
and regulations framed with a view to 
keeping. the fuel. oil dealer within the 
straight and narrow way,.and there is an 
impressive blanket provision that any one 
who evades the new tax will‘be liable to 
a fine of $1,000 and costs or six months in 
jail. Its one apparent weakness, and that 
is inherent;-is the lack of anything to ef- 
fectively prevent the highly volatile fuel 
oil from cozing out of barrel or can 


into the tank of an automobile or a motor- 
cycle, instead of the tank of a tractor or 
stationary engine.

The reason for this wholesale opposition 
to married women following gainful ogcupa- 
tions is based on the theory that every mar- 
ried woman hes « husband who supports her 
adequately, and that she does not need to 
earn any money. Likewise that what she 
earns she spends exclusively on luxuries, and 
that she takes the bread out of a r man's 
mouth, so to speak, in order ta y a lip- 
stick for her own mouth, and permanent
